A Oaco ropular Article of Foot-Wear 


Comiuv Into Fitshlon Again. 


Ihcre are changes in the styles of 


)0ot9 and shoes from year to year, as 
hero aro in other fashions. 
But there 


re also great revolutions which come 
round once in a century or so, :md 
vlilch indicate the restlessness of man- 
Kind and the eternal laws of ohsnga 
ipon which his successful career is pro- 
ected. It is still within the recollcc- 
ion of tho oldest inhabitant, or even 
nnny of his Juniors, when boots were 
worn iilmoat entirely by men and boya. 
The gradual growth of the taste for 
Bhoes will be recalled, 
Of late yrais 


shoes havo had the preference, 
For- 


norly, in till weathers, the boot was i 
worn ouUkle the trousers, and the de- 
ight of the small boy and the pride of 
the young man in the display of their 
new boots with red tops brought witb 
t a joy and sense of delicious exulta- 
tion with which the weary lot of man 
.1 not often farored now. 
For boots, 


,f worn at all, are worn inside and are 
covered with the legi of the trousers, 
and the chunce for ornamentation, red 
loathor, gilt trimmings, and even gold 


which were occasionally worn, 


lost to this eilVte generation. 
But it 


is said that the whirligig of time is 
bringing boots inlo fashion again, at 
anstfor winter wear. This is said to ba 
in the interest of health, which, as all 
know, isastrongsupport to any plea for 
a change. Every body respects the force 
of tho general hygienic principle that 
it is necessary to keep the head cool 
and the feel warm, if good health is 
Bought 
Boots cover not only the leuf, 


but the ankle and lower leg, and honco 
fight off rheumatism thatdelightsin at- 
tacking tho-,e parts. 
These arguments 


in favor of boots are reasonable and 
strong. 
The -ole of a winter boot 


should bo thick, but being thick it is 
not necessary thai, it should be heavy. 
Cork soles are excellent and make a 
light weighted boot, while protecting 
the feet from wet. Wool boots are 
warm, light and pliable, and are be- 
coming great favorites for country 
wear and riding. 
But whether a great 


revolution, which will bring boots into 
general use again and replace shoes, is 
impending, may well bo questioned. 
The lightness and pliability of shoes, 
and the freedom given the use of all 
muscles by wearing them, is too well 
appreciated to be given up, and we 
may safely conclude that while boots 
will be popular with some, and per- 
haps with more people than formerly, 
shoes will lose nothing in the popular 
favor. 
Whichever is worn/ however, 


for winter use, let the soles be thick 
and light 
If the feet get wet, put 


them 
into 
coli! water, 
dry 
them 


thoroughly, and then, with u, change 
of socks, they will fairly glow with
